There is not une loan 
here who. with a little drill in inuuk- 
Ctry, would not be the equal of two or 
three Germans," said Professor John 
Macnaughton last night lu a character- 
istic address to the Freshmen of tho 
faculties of Arts and Law at the V. 
M.i'.A. reception in the SSiralhooiiu

"Do not forgot that every man 1ère 
has his sacred duty to perform," con- 
tinued professor Macnaughton, in the 
course of a stirring appeal to the 
patriotism of the hundred or inure 
students who crowded the reception 
room lo tlie doors. Tho professor re- 
gretted his own Inability to join tho 
troops at the front, lull showed bis 
readiness lo faee tin- music by leading 

ihe singing of "Rule Britannia," the 
younger voices Joining in in the chorus. 

Professor Macnaughton was par- 
ticularly happ.i in relating the stories 
of Scotch valour at the front, qu->liug 
from Mr. GreeriahhUls' letter the re- 
marks of the Scotchman who th >ught 
Unit when the two Scotch regiment* at 

the front Were reinforced, the Allies 
would have little difficulty in sweeping 
the two million Hermans before. 'ham. 
Another canny Scot didn't mind aids 
at three to one, hut suspected that at 
ten to one they would have to tse 
strategy.

A number of students fro mall the 
faculties assembled in the Convocation 
Hall of the Royal Victoria College on 
Wednesday afternoon, to hear the an- 
nual University lecture, which was 
given this year by Mr. G. R. Mines, 
professor of Physiology. 

The lecture, us well as being an cx- J 
ample of the most excellent literary , 
style, set forth the subject in an un- 
usually interesting and eloquent way, \ 
which was admirably suited to win- ■ 
ning the appreciation particularly of 
those who were not students of Me- 
dicine. In fact, the chief purpose of I 
the speaker was to show the relation 
of the study of Physiology to all the 
other branches of science; — to elevate I 
It as n valuable and practical compan- 
ion to classical Investigation, to de- 
pict it as ihe natural guide to a thor- 
ough knowledge of all the various de- 
partments of Biology, and lo explain 
its inestimable worth as a factor In 
the progress uf Nxperinietniil Psycho- 
logy. It was at this point that Mr. 
Mines made clear the Inevitable rela- 
tion bniween physical peculiarities 
and mental and moral trails and ten- 
dencies, and showed the practical 
worth of scientific knowledge in any 
proper study of the problems of man- 
kind. 

In closing, the speaker dwelt upon 
the meaning 0 fa Unlvresily. and ex- 
pressed the hope thai In each otic of I 
the many departments of w hich a I 
large institution like MrtJIll is com 
posed, the important branch of 
science which he represents may meet 
with the interest and appreciation 
which is its due. 



Mr. Jack Hall, Manager of the. Foot- 
ball TeÀW, opened the meeting of the 
Rooters' Chili last night. tn a few 
words he outlined the plan of tho Root- 
ers' Club, stating that as there was so 
very little lime to prepare for Satur- 
day's game he hoped that every man 
would turn out to all the practices.

COLLEGE MEN AND ENGLISH 

Owing partly to individual carelessness and partly to a fault in 
ie curriculum, students pass, year after year, through the Canadian 
miversities, and obtain their degrees, undeterred by the fact that their 
nowledge of the English language is in many cases of the most rudi- 
ry nature. That this is the case becomes apparent to anyone 
who listens to the conversation or reads the letters of a representative 
number of students. 

The statement is particularly, not solely, applicable to students in 
Applied Science. Even the Arts men, who, for the first two years at 
least, are largely taken up with literary studies, are, in a great many 
cases, not merely frequertly, but habitually, guilty of solicisms. 

This, as we have already said, is partly due to some fault in the 
curriculum. For it is our humble opinion that a man should not be 
granted a degree, until he has demonstrated his ability to write clear 
and grammatical English. But surely, if the student will think the 
matter over, he will see that it is to his own advantage not to leave 
college without attaining to this ability. It is a fact, regrettable per- 
haps, that a man is frequently judged by his conversation or his let- 
ters. It must be plain, even to the most prejudiced, that the quality 
of his English will have much to do with the verdict.

The Freshmen who enter McGill at 
the present day miss much nf the 
strenuous Initiation which used to bo 
the. lot or former Freshmen. Rus'ies 
are a thing of the past, and on the 
whole little regret is felt that Pitch 
Is the case. 

It may Interest snme readers to iiave 
an account of the flag rush held at 
Columbia a few days ago. On that 
occasion the Freshmen put up a 
strenuous fight, and for the second 
time in nine years succeeded In de- 
feating the Sophomores, who far cut. 
numbered them. The following ne- 
count Is taken from the Columbia 
Spectator: 

More than making up in spirit and 
courage what they lacked In numbers, 
the Freshmen at Columbia recently 
humbled 1917 by winning the third and 
greatest of their rushes, and by tolng 
so winning the series. In the v< ry 
first period, the 1918 men, after Iv o 
unsuccessful nt tempts succeeded In 
capturing the coveted flag. 

The. Sophomore were the first on 
the field, marching on, each mun with 
a band tied around his head, about 
hair past four, and soon nftcrwirdH 
lined up around the pole. Meanwhile 
the Freshmen hud come on the vi-Md, 
marching five and six abreast, but had 
stopped outside lh<3 ropes. Then- the 
picked small men who were to try for 
Hie flag had their wrists and ankles 
well greased and were assigned their 
positions. Two small squads of about 
ten men each were sent to harry the 
Sophs on the side towards Funinld, 
while the main body, six abreast, sd- 
vnneed from the direction of Ifarttsy, 
In the first four ranks were big rren, 
and on the shoulders nf those In the 
fourth row were perched, first four 
chosen men with a large blanket to 
entangle the arms of the Sophs, and 
then the rest of the small greased 
Freshmen. 

The handkerchief dropped, and the 
phalanx of Freshmen moved forward 
gathering speed as It went nlong until 
It crashed Into the waiting Sophs. Jn 
nn Instant a dozen Freghmen ivere 
struggling to climb over their enemies, 
but the blanket was quickly torn down 
nud blinded by flour thrown by the 



At the sound of a whfstlo blown by 
President Bartow of the Junior clars, 
the Freshmen quickly withdrew and 
lined up in the same formation as be- 
fore. This time one man got n grip 
on the pole, but a number of Sopho- 
mores climbed up after him and broke 
his hold. As the Freshmen drew off 
In preparation for a third attempt, 
Student Hoard men rushed up to re- 
mind the Sophomores that it .vas 
against the ruled for their men to 
climb the pole; and then or the classes 
rushed together for the third time, 
through the clouds of dust and flour 
two half naked forms were seen to 
disengage themselves from the. squirm- 
ing mass and start up Ihe pole. They 
started almost together, but J. Wat- 
cott proved to be the fustest climber, 
and when It. Kail, the other Fresh- 
man, reached the top, be was already 
waving the flag above tho heads of the 
frantic spectators. 

The flag was quickly confiscated by 
ttpperclnssmen; nevertheless the 
Sophomores thinking It wits in the 
possession of the Freshmen, started 
to try to regnln It, and for a moment 
It looked like an old time fight, but 
the Student Hoard and ttpperclnssmen 
Intervened, and Hfter a little while 
succeeded In separating the classes 
and sending the Freshman line oui 
through the gate by Furnnld and the 
Sophomores line by Hamilton. In 
front of the Library the two lines 
crossed, and another clash almost oc- 
curred, but the Freshmen were held <n 
front nf the Alma Mater statue, while 
the Sophs were sent on to the Quad- 
rangle. Then, after cheers had been 
exchanged, the men were dispersed, 
and with 1918 victorious Just us ;»17 
had been n year before, the rushes of 
1914 passed Into history.
